Building Held to 
be Unfit for 
Children 


The Hope Development Home 
for subnormal girls near Playa Del 
Rey, where twenty-two lives were 
lost in the fire late Saturday night, 
was operating without a_ license 
from the State Board of Charities 
and Corrections, according to state- 
ments by State board officials here 
yesterday. 

Refusal of the State board to in- 
dorse the institution was due to 
the fact that it considered the old 
fire-trap hotel an unfit place for 
the type of work undertaken, Miss 
Margaret F.. Sirch, agent in charge 
of the southern branch of the 
board, eaid yesterday. While the 
fire possibilities were not brought 
up @irectly as one of the reasons 
for the refusal to grant a license 
to the home under its new man- 
agement, the general lack of fit- 
ness of the building was one of the 
principal reasons why the State 
refused to indorse the school, it 
was explained. 


RENEWAL REFUSED 
Under the lunacy laws of the 


State, all mental defectives who 
are cared fcr in public institutions 
are placed under the jurisdiction 
of .the State Department of Insti- 
tutions. Because that department 
has no office in Los Angeles, its 
work here was delegated to the 
State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections. 

The Hope School formerly was 
known as the Conant School and 
was under the management of Mrs. 
Ione Conant. It was situated on 
a hill in a building considered 
perfectly suitable. About two 
months ago, when Mrs. Mary E. 
Jacobs took over the management 
of the school—then located in the 
old hotel buildings—the State 


refused to renew its indorsement 
of the place. 

“We have been endeavoring to 
assist Mrs. Jacobse .n finding a 
more suitable place,” Miss Sirch 
said yesterday when questioned 
why the school was permitted to 
operate in spite of its inability to 
obtain a State license.

As 
the result we have sent letters to 
the Attorney-General and to the 
County Counsel asking for a clear 
legal opinion,” she said. 

According to Roy W. ds. As- 
sistant County Counsel, ho han- 
died the case in question, the point 
is one of jurisdiction. The case 
‘referred to by Mrs. Sterry was in- 
side an incorporated city, he said 
and under the county ordinance 
the Welfare Commission has no 
jurisdiction there. If the inetitu- 
tion comes under the laws of the 
State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections, only the State can act 
there, he said.

The sye- 
tem worked perfectly. He 
never overstocked and never sold 
entirely out. 

A western sheep raiser furnishes 
another interesting example. He 
had suffered losses by purchasing 
young lambs and having them 
killed by adverse weather condi- 
After studying weather 
charts extending over long 
periods, he was able to make a 
calculation showing the earliest 
date in the spring at which it 
would be safe to buy lambe. 
There was only about a week's 
difference in his time of purchase 
under the new «ystem >but it 
turned his losses into profits. 

Architects and obuliders, es- 
pecially in regions where snow 
falls. are more and more con- 
sulting weather charts as a guide 
to the construction of roofs. The 
whole nation remembers how the 
roof of the Knickerbocker Theater 
in Washington collapsed two years 
ago after an unusually heavy 
snowstorm, killing scores of people.

SNOW AND SHEEP 

The weight of snow resulted in

some time ago. A flock of sheep 
was purchased on the basis of so 
much a pound. The sheep were 
run on to scales out of doors and 
weighed. Upon delivery, the 
buyer found that the sheep were 
very much under weight. He had 
paid for several hundred pounds 
more than he received and put in 
a claim for the missing sheep. In- 
vestigation developed that when 
the sheep were weighed a heavy 
snow was falling and each sheep 
carried a coverlet of snow. The 
purchaser had bough both sheep 
and snow by the pound.

As early as 7 a.m. crowds of 
women began to gather about the 
doorway of the store, and so large 
did the crowd become that at 3 
a.m., six policemen from the Mer- 
cer-street station were sent to the 
scene to preserve order. 

When the doors were finally 
thrown open the women strove to 


squeeze through @ narrow corridor| 


into the store. On each side of 
= entrance were heavy plate 
windows. As the crowd 


surged forward many women were 


pushed against the windows, which 
suddenly gave way with a crash, 
the splintering glass falling in «a 
shower over the crowd.

Completione in California oil flelds for May numbered approxi- 
mately 107, according to field reports preliminary to official records. 


New production was approximately 88,000 barrels, compared 
ninety-seven completions and 38,900 barrels in April.

thirty-eight completions, furnished 6100 barrels of the new production 
and Long Beach, with seventeen completions, added 6200 barrels. In 
the Huntington Beach, Santa Fe and Long Beach fields nine recom- 
pleted wells which were restored to production added about 5000 bar- 
rels. Nine completions in San Joaquin Valley fields contributed about 


1900 barrels. 

These new wells, with the “work- 
overs” and wells reopened, indi- 
cate that production for May was 
not much less than the April to- 
tal. Final figures should not ma- 
terlally change those advance ¢s- 
timates. The permits to drill tis- 
sued in May, with water shut- 
offs filed, indicate that field work 
was quite active, particularly in 
southern fields. Coalinga contrib- 
uted one completion. Nine wells 
are drilling tn the dis- 
trict at present. 


VENTURA AOTIVE 

North from Santa Barbara thir- 
ty-three grildcat tests are either 
Grilling in some stage of progress 
or rigs are going up, and south of 
the Tehachapi eighty-one wildcat 
wells are in various stages of op- 
eration. Considerable activity i 
reported in the San Gregorio d4is- 
trict, Just south of San Francisco, 


where emall wells at shallow 
depths are sought and occasional- 
ly found. 


Ventura county reports consid- 
erable activity, three companies 
having wells under way at the west 
end of the South Mountain poo!

WAIT GALLOWS 


Three at County Jail Face 
Sentence Today 


Four Others Have Appeals in 
High Courts 


Robbery Plays Part in All 
But One Crime 


Seven prisoners, all young men, 
were waiting in the County Jail 
yesterday for the final call when 
they are to be taken to San Quen- 
tin prison to pay the death pen- 
alty for murders committed in Los 
Angeles. Three of the seven are 
to be taken before Judge Keetch 


today to be sentenced to be 
hanged. The four others already 
have been sentenced, but have been 
trying to avoid the gallows by ap- 
pealing their cases to higher courts. 
Louis Perry, Ed Montijo and 
Tom Bailey were convicted last 
Thursday of first-degree murder 
for the slaying of Patrolman Bond 
in an attemp*ed hold-up of em- 
ployees and officials of the branch 
of the Merchants’ National Bank 
at Seventh and Hoover streets on 
February 20, last. All are young 
men, Perry being 20 years of age, 
Montijo, 18, and Bailey 20. 


ALL CARRIED PISTOLS 


It was brought out during the 
trial by Dep. Dist.-Attys. Richard- 
son and Helms that Perry -and 
Montijo each carried pistols and 
fired at the patrolman, but no tes- 
timony was given as to who ac- 
wally killed the officer. who was 
shot twice. The law requires that 
the court pronounce the death 
sentence on the three youths. The 
jury which convicted them wae 
made up of qisht women and four 
men. 

Three other prisoners who are 
waiting in the County Jail to learn 
ff a higher court will save them 
from the gallows are John Gere- 
gac, Jack Ferdinand and John 
Seare, convicted of first-degree 
murder for the killing of Charles 
A. Chapman, a stock broker. 


KILLED IN HOLD-UP 

Testimony adduced during the 
trial by Acting Chief Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Fitts, showed that 
Chapman was held up, robbed and 
then shot and killed. These three 
have been sentenced to hanging, 
but have appealed their cases.

Charter ‘Provision Seen as Relief 


The Los Angeles Traffic Commission, in its bulletin just issued, de- 
clared that traffic checks show that practically every street in this city 


is carrying more traffic than similar streets in cities throughout the | 
“The adoption of the new City 
of the’ 


United States. The bulletin said: 
“A recent traffic check of ve- 
hicular traffic on Michigan avenue 
in Chicago gives the corner of 
Harrison and Michigan as _ the 
heaviest intersection, with 4342 
ears in the hour from 6:15 to 
6:15 p.m. This is spoken of as the 
heaviest corner in that city. 

“Los ngeles has several cor- 
ners whfch are heavier than this 
for the same length of time, such 
as Figueroa and Santa Barbara, 
"9°83 cars; Adams and Figueroa, 
£440 cars: Pico and Western, 6336 
cars; Bighth and Vermont, 4335 
cars, and several others nearly as 
bad. 

“These traffic checks clearly 
show why our congestion is much 
worse than that of any of the east- 
ern cities. Practically every street 
in this city is carrying more traffic 
than similar streets throughout 
the United States. 


Charter, we feel, is one 
greatest things ever accomplished 
by the Traffic Commission, as it 
makes possible the development 
of a police division devoted entire- 
ly to handling of traffic. It also 
will create a board to study traffic 
conditions and make all traffic 
regulations. In the matter of pub- 
lic improvements, the procedure 
has been so simplified and short- 


ened, through the enlargement of 


the powers of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, that the time of public 
improvement should be cut down 
{from two years, as at present, to 
about six monthe. 

“These are the three features of 
the charter which =e of particular 
interest to the Traffic Commission, 
and we feel proud that this or- 
ganization has been so largely in- 
strumental in the drafting and 
adopting of this document.”

A business man living on one side of the 
Brenner and having his office or place of 
business on the other is required to have

evening. ; 

But it is in the economic factor that the 
real difficulty lies; soldiers may sit in coun- 
cil and divide up geographic areas, and 
military advantage may accrue therefrom;

The chief industries of the Tyrol are and 
have always been growing fruits and wines.

market in Italy, since sending fruit or wine 
to that country is like carrying coals to 
Newcastle. So the Tyrol has fallen into a 
state of economic stagnation. Its industrids 
are bankrupt; and the once-flourishing Aus- 
trian port of Trieste finds its wharves de- 
serted under the Italian flag and in compe- 
tition with Venice. 

Even the most zealous Irridentists are 
reported to be discouraged with the results 
of their annexation of the Southern Tyrol, 
since the bad times there react on the Ital- 
ians in the Trentine. The economic factor 
may finally bring about a readjustment. 
The pocketbook is mightier than the sword.

Christian Exodus from Smyrna 


One of the most tragic events 


in history was the exodus of more 


than 1,000,000 Christians from Anatolia after that country was con- 
quered by the Turks about a year and « half ago, says Dr. Esther 
Lovejoy of New York, head of American Women's Hospitals, who 
was an eyewitness of the scenes attending the departure of more than 
260,000 women, children and ol4 men from Smyrna a few days after 
that city had fallen into Turkish hands. 


Dr. Lovejoy, now at the Bilt- 
more, is in Los Angeles to attend 
the bdiennia! convention of the 
General Federation of Women's 
Clubs. She is interested intensely 
in the work of the federation, and 
will tell the assembled delegates 
of her experiences in the Near 
Fast and the relief work being 
Gone there by the organization of 
which she is the head. 

“I was in Smyrna quite by ac- 
cident on the day the exodus be- 
gan,” said Dr. Lovejoy. “I was in 
the Near Hast in the interest of 
our relief work, and mnded in the 
elty without knowing that an or-.
